The seals mentioned in the third section of this act may
contain such devices, emblems and mottoes ns may be thought proper
by the said Secretary; and the said Secretary shall as soon as the said
seals are obtainec by him dispose of the said seals as follows: The
seal of the suprems court shall be lpla.ced in the custody of the clerk
of the supreme court. The seal of the several district courts of this
Territory shell be placed in the custody of the clerk of the district
court of the proper county. 'The seals of the several courts of probate
shall be placed in the custody of the judges of probate.  And the seals
of the several boards of county comniissioners shall be placed in the
custody of the clerks ofthe said boards respectively.

Sec. 5. When any district or probate court shall be .unprovided
with & seal, the judges of eaid court may authorize the use of a tem-
porary seal, or of any device as such seal..

Sec. 6. The said Secretary is hereby authorized and required to
pay such sum of money for the seals mentioned in this act, end the
necessary presses for the same, as may be necessary and proper.

Cmap. XVIIL—An Act fixing the time of the annual meeting of the Legislative

Asecmbly.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of
Minnesota, That the annual meeting of the Legislative Assembly of
this Territory shall hereafter be begun and held in the capitol, at the
seat of government of this Territory, on the first Wednesday in Janu.
ary of each year ; Prorided, That nothing herein contained shall be
80 eonatrue({ as to compel the mceting of the Legislature on the first
Wednesday in January, eighteen hundred and fifty.

Cuar. XTX.—An Act organizing a board of County Commissioners in ench county
in this Territory.

Be itenacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minne-
gola, There shall be and hereby is organized in each eounty in this
Territory, (except those now in the Indian territory attached to other
eounties for judicial purposes) a board of county commissioncrs, to
consist of three qualified electors, any two of whom shall be compe-
tent to do business, to be elected by the qualified electors of the sev-
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
